“We have 
everything we need to make our- 
zelyes strong,” said General Tan,

of women ‘students in the Faculty 
of Medicine.” 

Dame Helen Gwynne Vaughan, 
Professor of Botany in the Uni- 
veraity of ‘London, and chairman 
of the Twenticth Century of Lon- 
don Graduates, in an | interview 
recently drew attention to tho 
Importance ‘of the resolution. ' 

“It means,” she said; “that the 
Senate: must formally consider the 
decision that has been adopted by 
many of tho great’ medical teach- 


ing schools’ in the University of |. 


London. The. motion was pagsed 
unanimously, and. constituted ».an 


expression of sympathy . on ‘the’ 


part. of Convocation with the de- 
sire that men and women should 
have full opportunities within the 
University. 

"We all: recognise the magni- 
ficent opportunities for separate 
education that are offered in the 
sphere of medical education by the 
Royal Free Hospital and by the 
men’s hospitals, 

Spirit’ of Covojiebalion.” 

““Many. of us, however, feel that 
opportunities for co-cducation 
should be retained. Medica! men 
and .women have to work  toge- 
ther, and ‘the sooner. that they 
begin at the University to‘ learn 
this spirit of co-operation the 
better. ; 

“There is a very great import- 
ance in maintaining. the principle 


of the small medical schools, for |' 


this means that the students have 
a sufficient number of patients 
to whom:they can give individual 
attention. In the large - schools 
there: are often not enough: pati- 
ents to go round. 

“It was during. the war that, 80 

far as hospital 'educatién was 
concerned, co-cducation came into 
foree, The: same patriotic mo- 
tives that led to a shortage of 
men, who went out to serve their 
country and therefore abandoned 
medicine; induced women to. enter 
the hospitals. ' 
“The Universlty of London led 
the universities of this country, 
on the lines of co-education, but! 
in so far as medical work was 
concerned, the mother university, 
bo which the younger universities 
of the country owe so much, wag 
surpassed by them, and they intro- 
duced medical co-education “ be- 
fore jt was practical politica with- 
in the precincts | of London Uni- 
versity, 

“The unanimous vote of Con- 
vocation will, I hope, lead the 
great teaching schools to realise 
that the graduates of London feel 
that full opportunities should: be 
given to women students to study 
side by sido: in the’ hospitals with 


the men, with whom they will have, 


to co-operate in later life.” 


ATTACK ON AMERICAN 
~ UNIVERSITY. 


DEGREES FOR ’BUS BOYS 
AND KEY CLERKS. 


An attack on American Univer- 
sities was made by Dr. Abraham: 
Flexner, who gave the second of the 
three Rhodes Memorial lectures at 
Oxford. 

The term. “university” was very 
loosely used in America, he said. 
University administrators, instead 
of making a stand, gave the public 
what it wanted, good and bad alike. 
For example, a great State Univer- 
sity counted towards the college 
B.A. degree courses . in retail ad- 
verlising, business letter writing, 
copy roading, and community news, 
Towards tine degree of B.Se.. it 
counted courses in costume model 
design, physical culture, and ud- 
vertising campaigns. 

‘Another University gave credit 
towards degrees for.courses in 
packing house operations, public 
opinion,. educational publicity, 
parental education, scouting and 
scout craft. A third offered 
courses In hotel stewarding, hotel 
machines, and hotel auxiliary equip- 
ment, and pave academic credit for 


experience as. "bus boy and key

When ‘present. plané mature, 
says the Canton Gazette, the i 
Louchow.” will shortly replace 
Nanning as the seat 6f Government 
for the province of Kwangsi. Such 
is the proposal submitted by Gen- 
eral Wu Ting-yang, Commissioner 
of Reconstruction in tho Kwangal 
Provincial Government, and ap- 
proved by the Provincial’ Council. 


Lam served as.the capital of the 
province, but since the cstablish- | 
ment of the republic, Nanning has 
been the seat of the. Provincial 
Government. Nanning, however, 
is rather badly situated to be the 
‘provincial centre. It, is somewhat 
inaccessible, the most popular 
means of communication being via’ 
the West River, and navigation of 
this watercourse is attended with 
many dangers, For these reasons, 
the city of Louchow is proposed a8 
the seat of government, 


Louchow fs a comparatively new 
city, but ia developiny'very rapidly. 
It is the starting point of severnl 
highways running to different 
sections of the province, and in 
addition it {s casier of access via 
the West River than Nanning, It 
is closer to Wuchow, the principal 
outlet ‘port of Kwangsi, and its 
position at the head of the provin- 
ejal arterial highways renders it 
the. natural foen) point for .the | 
trade streama of the province. 
Judging" from its rapid growth, 
there {is every reason to believe 
Louchow will soon become an in- 
dustrial and commercial ‘centre of 
considerable importance,
